•There are not a few people who do- 
cry the dirt road as being utterly 
worthless under any apd all circum¬ 
stances," says William E.*Voorheea In 
the Good Roads ' Magazine. "Accord¬ 
ing to these numerous critics no road 
worthy of the name can bo mode of 
dirt. It Is a wasteful ami extravagant 
creation; a thing that swallows taxes, 
utlres horses and wagons, tills the trav¬ 
eler with dust, and. In short. Is au'evll 
from any standpoint that It may be 
viewed. The opponents of the dirt 
road naturally look upon the stone 
highway as an Ideal thoroughfare. 
They t>olnt to Its excellent tractive 
'qualities; they cull attention to the 
afford fact that Jt Is dry In winter as well as 
In summer, and they argue tluit it is 
the consummation to be desired by 
every progressive community. 

"Now, the fact of the luulter is—os 
any unprejudiced student of the road 
question will admit—neither of these 
views is wholly correct. The dirt road 
as ordinarily built amt mulutalued Is 
a vpry poor affair, especially lu the 
winter and early spring mouths, but 
rbeu a dirt road Is 
e highway for light 
road. If well built,

Warden Jewett of 
the Kansas penitentiary says: 

“The working 0 / the twine plant her# 
Is successful in every way. and It Is a 
benefit in every way. The net profits 
to the slate from the Kansas pool ten- 
tlary twine plant have been up to 
Jane, 1901, $<18,197.49. Aside from thl* 
It has kept the price down for farmers. 
The year b-fore the plant was estab 
fished here twine sold for 14 cents. 
Last year it was sold to fanners for 
8 hi cents In orders of more than o.OOO 
pounds, and 0 cents In smaller orders. 
This was two cents below the trust 
price." 

The same story comes from th' Stiff 
water prison twine plant of Minneso¬ 
ta. The plant manufacture.* approxi¬ 
mately 2 . 000,000 jMiutuls of twine an¬ 
nually. which Is sold from one to thre.- 
cents below the trust prices now. And 
before the establishment of tl*e plant 
the trust prices were from two to three 
cents higher than at present. The easy 
deduction of the decrease In expea* 
to the farmers of the state is made 
when it Is known tbnt the orlgiunl In 
vestment was only ?173,dOO. It Is read' 
ly computed that the farmers of Min¬ 
nesota *nre each yeor the entire cost 
of the plant, so that If it were a losing 
venture for the state It would pny be¬ 
cause It sa.es the farmers, who com 
pose the siatc, imirli more than the 
amount of the Investment But It docs 
pay. and htu earned a revolving fund 
of (300,UOO. Recent legislation, how 
ever, has limited the profit on twine to 
1 cent a pound, which, while de¬ 
creasing tho earning to some extent, 
wtll save the men who have to me- 
twine that moch, and consequently re¬ 
duce the trust's price also.-Farm 
Folks.
